CYKUg TOWNSEND BRADY. 
Dr. Cyrus Townsend Brady, author 


of three acore books will pas* his six- 
ty-third milestone today as he was 
bora December 20. 1861 in Alle- 
gheny, Pennsylvania. Although act- 
ively engaged as a clergyman of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, Dr 
Brady is one of the most prolific 
writers of the day, and, haa a host of 
admirers throughout the English- 
speaking world. The doctor's first 
ambition was to be an Admiral in 
Uncle Sam's navy, and with this am- 
bition In ilew he secured an appoint- 
ment to Annapolis and graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1883. 
Probably thia^accounts for the nau- 
tical turn of many of the .Doctor's 
novels and romances. Later he de-. 
cided that railroading was the right 
field of action for him and was for' 
several years employed on the Union' 
Pacific and Missouri Pacific railroads. 
While thus employed he felt the^call 
to the ministry stirring in his heart, 
and studied theology under Bishop 
Worthington, of Nebraska, and in 
1890 was ordained a priest of the 
Episcopal Church, being stationed, in 
turn at churches In Colorado, Mo., al- 
so was Archdeacon of Kansas, and 
later of Pennsylvania. 


In 1902 he resigned from the min- 


istry to devote his entire time to 
literature, but the call of the Church 
was too insistent for him to resist, 


and three years later he 
pulpit of a ToW?
